Just suppose there were one 
hundred fifty million cows in A- 
merica. Let’s suppose there is an 
industry doing a great business 
selling a certain kind of hay. This 
hay, called Old Scarecrow, while 
made entirely from loco-weed, is 
alluringly described as a blend of 
old straw aged in the cornfield. 
As a result, cows by the millions 
turn from their sober diet of alfal¬ 
fa and begin chewing Old Scare¬ 
crow. 

Now let’s suppose that this stuff 
makes cows do silly things such 
as running into barbed wire fen¬ 
ces, jumping off bridges or run¬ 
ning into automobiles—so much so 
that five hundred thousand are 
killed or injured every year. Sup¬ 
pose milk production is cut down 
because the users of Old Scare¬ 
crow lose fifty million “cow-days” 
a year. Suppose the life expectan¬ 
cy of the cows who chew it regu¬ 
larly is reduced by an average of 
12 percent. 

Suppose that it makes four mil¬ 
lion of the cows so sick that much 
of the time they are useless, and 
suppose that for everyone that is 
cured, the industry makes ten more 
Old Scarecro^r addicts. Suppose 
that caring for the victims of Old 
Scarecrow requires 80 percent of 
the farmer’s time. 

And now, just suppose that in 


spite of all this, the merchants of 
this fatal fodder are allowed to ad¬ 
vertise the stuff in every pasture, 
so that on almost every fence there 
appear large pictures of contented 
“Cows of Distinction” munching 
away on Old Scarecrow. And sup¬ 
pose that the manufacturers of Old 
Scarecrow are making a tremen¬ 
dous profit out of all this trouble 
and tragedy they cause the farm¬ 
er. 

How would you expect the farm¬ 
ers to take to all this? Would you 
expect them to take it sitting 
down? Or would you expect them 
to stand up and say to the produc¬ 
ers of Old Scarecrow “That ain’t 
hay”, and then put forth an effort 
to protect their cows in as many 
ways as possible. 

And now just suppose that you 
cared as much about your buddies 
and fellow-students as you would 
expect the farmer to care about 
his cows! What do you suppose 
you would do about drinking?

graduation before repayment be¬ 
gins and then may have up to ten 
years to repay the loan. 

Students preparing to teach will 
be forgiven 50 percent of each 
yearly loan up to five years; so 
this might equal a $500 addition 
to the regular salary of a teacher. 

Important provision is made for 
guidance and counsel in the Feder¬ 
al Defense Program.
